I am aware.

Gamaunt discloses a four wheeled vehicle with a rear extension single axle 
vehicle. All three axle shafts are driven, with the middle and rear axles rotatable about the 
longitudinal axis of the vehicle and the rear axle also pivoting in the vertical plane. 

Simon discloses a five wheel vehicle with the unsuspended rear and middle axles 
interconnected by chains and the middle axle including a differential. 

Hurlburt ( r 545 and '665) describe the structure and operation of a bogey beam 
suspension for a six wheeled utility vehicle that has its rear axle driven, and a chain drive 
delivering power to the middle axle. 

Hurlburt ('661) describes the structure and operation of a bogey beam suspension 
for a four wheeled utility vehicle that has only its rear axle driven.
